Dear Mr. Hof fa: 

I never believed that I would have to call on you in regard 
to SMe very valuable information that I personally need. 

I am the president of the above company, representing a 
grouc of small growers in this area, ana on April 21ot, 1957, 
the Teamsters Union called a strike of Carriers of the Rail> 
Roada and the Railway Express Agency. This strike involved 
several thousands of dollars of shipments of Gladiolus of 
mine and small florists around the country. 

We have filed claim against the Railv/ay Express Ager cy for 
complete reimburseaent of our losses, but they have declined 
thaae claims on the basis of clause #4 of their contract, i.e.:- 

"Unless caused in whole or in part by its own 
negligence or that of its agents, the company 
shall not be liable for loss, damage or delay 
caused by: 

d. The A^^t of God, public enemies, authority 
of law. quarantine, riots, strikes . perils 
of navigation, the hasards or dangers inci¬ 
dent to a state of war, or occurrence in 
custoa^B warehouse •" 

This le 01 e tie clauses writ^en on the Waybills of the Railway 
fijipreaa Agency in fine print, such Waybills accompany each 
ahipaient that le put in their hands for delivery. 

It ia my contention that the Railway Express Agency is respons¬ 
ible for these shipments as they accepted these from us in 
good faith. It is furhter my contention that the Teamsters 
Union, as the union calling tie strike, notified the Railway 
Express Agency prior to the actual strike, possibly with some 
written notice. I believe it is in your best interests to

to notify a company that you are going to call a strike on 
a certain date . and that certain points or cities will be 
embargoed. This waa a strike that was not national In effect, 
but only involved certain points, such aa Chicago, Cincinnati, 
and other isolated towns. 

Would you be ao kind aa to submit to me In writing whether 
this waa a wild-cat strike, of which the Railway Express 
Agency had no prior notice whatsoever; or that the strike was 
called honestly, and notice had beer sent to the Railroads or 
the Hallway Express Agency. 

If I can show that the Railway Express Agency had been notified 
by the Teamsters Union, or th* Union responsible. It will go a 
long way in helping me collect part of my loss from the Rail¬ 
way Express Agency. If possible I would like to know the 
actual date of the prior notification. 

If I have not mnde myself clear In this letter, would you be so 
kind as to call me collect at CRestwood 6-6H91. If I am not In 
my office ask for Miriam Goldsulth, my secretary.
